It will have a capacity of 2S0 tons of bleached sulphite 
pulp daily, or 75.000 tons per year and will be the largest 
single sulphite pulp enterprise in British Columbia. Un¬ 
der present plans production will probably begin about 
the end of 1958.'''

The “ancient Celt** and the 
"modem Celt* atili talk the aame 
language, with very UiUe variation 
to the phonetic sounds. UuUl the 
days of St. Cohimba and the Celtic, 
Church, there wm do known alpha¬ 
bet m Britain, but St. Cohimba and 
hR helpers introduced one whicn 
preserved the gutturaR-of the lan¬ 
guage. Tha carlieet versions of thR 
written biglRh spread to Iona and 
the North of England The mme ni- 
phabet R still dRUnguRhed in the 
OacUc Bible. 

Now the Romans came and Ohru- 
UanlMd England at the pomt of the 
sword.
